state. 
Agriculturally speaking, thev 


Today 
there are 60.900 Japanese in iradt? or 
agriculture in California, whole com- 
munities have been captured by them 
and ihe richest and earliest frn.tinu 
lands in the state are daily beins 
grabbed by the little brown men, wlio- 
will work as white men will not and 
live on what whites can not. 


As an instance of this. Vacaville. 


thp richest and earliest fruiting sec- 
tion of the whole state, is almost en- 
tirely ia the hands of the -Japanese.
